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related to the oommooi moasaa, but a 
Btep farther down the erolutlonary 
ladder. Though the eoll they grow on 
contains no nitrogen the plant bodies 
tbemselTes hare it. It most therefore 
be assumed either that the llTerworts 
themselTes capture this element from 
the air or that some microec(^lc plant 
or animal associated with them does 
it for them. Just as the nodule bac- 
teria capture nitrogen for the clovers 
on whose roots they form their col- 
(rnies. 

Professor Qrlggs Is now studying the 
liverworts in hie laboratory in an eO' 
deavor to find an answer to this ques- 
tion. 

The expedition was made last sum- 
mer under the auspices of the National 
Geographic Society. Previous trips 
had been made by Dr. Griggs in 18U, 
IM, 1917, 1919, all of which were made 
for the Geographic Society. Dr. Griggs’ 
first expedition to Alaska was made 
for the Government in 1918.

under tkat of Independent competi- 
tor!. The uhareliolderu ubould have 
the advantagu of a 6 or 10 per cent 
diecount in addition. 

Initial capital, to utart bnulneeu, 
might be <^>talned from ueveral 
•onreeu; aale of uharee; loan from the 
Unlvertltjr; proceeds from danceu; ad- 
vance orderi of hooka. By theae 
maana, enough money ahoold be ob- 
tained to launch the enterprise. 

Aa a definita plan of organlaatlon, I 
auggeat that the Btudent Oouncll, to- 
gether with repreaentatlvaa from 
every organisation on the campus, or- 
ganise the George Washington Co- 
operative Association. This aoctaty 
would formulate Its constitution and 
rules, elact Its member to Board of 
Managers, and hold monthly business 
meetings. This Board would bs in ac- 
tive charge of the business, keeping 
regular buelneaa hours as demand re- 
quired. They ehould be persons who 
have an Intsrsst In and a capacity for 
such a buslnsse. 

One cannot overstress the fact that 
the initial euocsas of the cooperative 
book and supply store will depend 
largely upon the amount ot coopera- 
tion on the part of both studmUs and 
faculty. Real “ratlonallsaUon” will bs 
required. Arrangements must bs i^t 
wbarsby p rof ess o rs ean pines mim 
tor their students. With a suhstantisl 
reduction In pries, therssU no reason 
why entire classes cannot pl^ orders 
with their cooperative. 

There may be skeptics among ns 
who want tacts. The Bureau ot Labor 
Statistics (1926), "has the following in-

The average net 
profit (even on a oost-plua basis) was 
7 per cent The average paid-in share 
capital per co-op. was 918,500, which 
was |4 per student! 

Another possible advantage of a co- 
op would be the convenience of credit. 
Eighty-four per cent of all co-ops in the 
U. 8. In 1989 gave credit to their mem- 
ters. the amount bearing a relation 
to value of shares owned. 

According to the same statistics, 
operating ezpensee would amount to 
about 10 ner cent of the net sales. This
